(U//LES) Both pro-life and pro-choice abortion extremists engage in criminal 
activity and seek to further their ideology, wholly or in part through force or 
violence. The primary threat of violence from abortion extremists emanates from 
lone offenders. 

(U) Pro-life extremists claim moral legitimacy, admire and are inspired by other 
pro-life extremists, and justify their use of force or violence as necessary to save 
the life of the unborn. Their actions cause injury or death to healthcare providers, 
economic harm to reproductive health care facilities (RHCFs), or intimidation of 
RHCF staff and patients. 

(U//LES) Pro-choice extremists believe it is their moral duty to protect those who 
provide or receive abortion services. 

(U//LES) Pro-choice extremism is not considered a movement to the extent of pro¬ 
life extremism. Only one pro-choice extremist has been prosecuted, and that person 
acted independently and without any direct affiliation to a pro-choice group. 


(U) Individual indicators of abojipn extremism may comprise lawful conduct or 
criminal activity. No single indies tor from the following lists should serve as the 
asis for a determination of a wi tkm extremism activity.
